much like our Paper, and for a need may be writ 
upon and thereforeby the Poets cald Nilus papyri- 
fer : of all other rivers it onely breedeth Crocadihes, 
and Hippetami, AX qui fluviales,Sea Horſes, 

The Crocadile is a Serpent that from a ſmall Egge, 
growes inſhort time toa mighty length and big. 
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- nefſe, for ſome of them have bin 22Cubits loagzithathroi 
feet, with which he runnes as ſwiftly on land as hee ſwims 
by water; heis bold over thoſe that fly him, but fearefull of

There were foure moſt 
excellent of the Harþe, remembred unto us by the ancient 
Poets, who arelikewiſe the Emblemes of the fonre Ele- 
ments: Ape/lo the Son of 7upiter and Latora, ( killing the 
Dragon Pithon) of fire. Amphion the Son of Tupiter and An- 
tiope,fignred with aCamelion of Ayre.
